Archaeology Team at the 2011 Grassroots Preservation Round-Up Idea Exchange, which 

was held on May 14
th

 at the Greensburg-Decatur County Public Library.  DHPA 

representatives presented information about the DHPA’s structure and services, and 

attendees discussed ongoing and upcoming state and local preservation projects. 

 
 Archaeologist of the Month- James H. Kellar, a student of Glenn Black’s, followed in 

Black’s footsteps as one of Indiana’s foremost archaeologists. Following Black’s death in 

1965, Kellar helped implement the Glenn A. Black Laboratory of Archaeology on the 

Indiana University campus. Kellar served as the Laboratory’s first director from when it 

opened in 1970 until he retired in 1986. Kellar is also credited for development of the 

Archaeology Program at Indiana University. 

 

Kellar’s An Introduction to the Prehistory of Indiana, first published in 1973 and in its 

third printing in 1993, has been a staple resource for decades for those studying Indiana 

archaeology. Kellar also conducted early archaeological surveys of Spencer and Perry 

Counties and published those reports in the late 1950s through the Indiana Historical 

Bureau. Kellar was also instrumental in getting Black’s two volume Angel Site: An 

Archaeological, Historical, and Ethnological Study into publication, as Black passed 

away before it could be completed. Other important contributions to Indiana Archaeology 

by Kellar included research conducted at the Mann Site, the C. L. Lewis stone mound, 

the Rockhouse Hollow rockshelter, Fort Quiatenon, and Mounds State Park.  Kellar also 

published a seminal work (1955) on the use of the atlatl (spearthrower) in North America.
